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Here  in  Asheville,  a  city  of 
60,000  people  in  the 
hills  of  western  North 
Carolina,  the  MANNA  Food  Bank 
feeds  people  in  need  across  a 
19-county  area.  They  do  their 
best  to  keep  food  moving  to 
soup  kitchens,  the  elderly,  child 
daycare  centers  for  families 
with  low  incomes  and  any- 
where else  where  people  have 
trouble  putting  food  on  the 
table. 

A  few  years  ago,  Lonnie 
Johnson,  the  Roberson  FFA 
Chapter  advisor,  heard  about 
MANNA's  "Plant  a  Row  for  the 
Hungry"  program,  where  local 
citizens  donate  a  portion  of 
their  garden  vegetables  to  the 
food  bank. 

Johnson  recognized  the 
opportunity  and  pounced  on  it. 
"There  are  people  in  our  com- 
munity who  have  needs,  and  if 
we  can  help  meet  those  needs, 
then  there's  a  lot  of  learning 
that  can  go  on,"  Johnson  says. 

Breaking  ground 
Roberson  FFA  members  quickly 
latched  onto  the  project. 
For  many,  it's  a  hands-on 
component  for  horticulture 
class.  For  others,  it's  after- 
school  volunteerism. 

Jacob  Laughter,  a  junior 
who  currently  serves  as  FFA 
chapter  president,  has  been  at 
Roberson  High  since  the  project 
began.  "I  got  to  break  ground 
for  the  beginning  of  our  garden 
with  our  new  Troy-Bilt  tiller.  I 
was  also  part  of  the  seeding 
process,  where  we  dug  small 


holes  to  plant  our  seeds." 

Senior  Jenny  Stove,  the  FFA 
chapter  secretary,  is  just  glad 
she  has  the  opportunity  to  be 
involved.  "I  think  I  love  to  work 
in  the  garden  more  than  all 
else,"  she  says.  "Behind  our 
greenhouse,  we  have  corn  that 
grows  mile-high,  spinach  that 
the  local  rabbits  eat,  onions, 
collard  greens  cucumbers 
and  zucchini." 

It's  fresh  vegetables  like 
these  that  are  considered  deli- 
cacies at  the  food  bank,  where 
most  of  the  food  distributed  is 
packaged  in  cans  and  boxes. 
"People  really  get  excited  when 
they  get  fresh  produce," 
Johnson  says. 

While  this  modest,  one- 
third  of  an  acre  garden  isn't 
breaking  any  records  for  size, 
everything  from  the  garden  is 
donated  to  the  food  bank.  So 
far,  the  small  parcel  of  ground 
has  yielded  hundreds  of 
pounds  of  vegetables,  and 
counting. 

Deborah  Stines,  a  junior, 
likes  the  harvest  best.  "I  enjoy 
working  in  the  garden  because 
I  like  to  pick  the  vegetables  and 
be  able  to  say  to  myself,  'Hey,  I 
planted  this,  and  it  grew!'" 
When  the  time  for  harvest 
arrives,  the  FFA  crew  loads  and 
drives  the  produce  to  MANNA's 
loading  dock,  where  workers 
weigh  the  load  and  give  the 
students  a  receipt. 

In  the  news 

The  chapter's  efforts  haven't 
gone  unnoticed.  Editors  at  the 
Asheville  Citizen-Times 
caught  wind  of  the 
FFA  chapter's  project 
in  July.  In  a  lengthy 
editorial,  they  had 
this  to  say:  "Kudos  to 
Johnson  and  his  stu- 
dents, who  have 
pointed  the  way  for 
other  schools."  After 
this  appeared  in  the

newspaper,  the  phone  in  the 
agriculture  shop  started  ringing. 

As  a  result  of  the  editorial, 
people  from  the  school  and  the 
community  called  and  wanted 
to  visit  the  garden.  "It  just 
perked  them  up  and  made 
them  feel  good,"  Johnson  says. 
Soon  thereafter,  a  local  televi- 
sion station  and  the  school's 
own  televised  news  program 
quickly  picked  up  the  story. 

While  these  FFA  members 
appreciate  the  positive  publicity 
their  FFA  chapter  has  received, 
they  realize  something  more 
important  is  happening.  Their 
gardening  project  has  built 
public  awareness  of  hunger-a 
move  that  will  put  Asheville, 
and  the  world,  a  few  steps 
closer  to  making  sure  everyone 
has  enough  food  to  eat. 

In  their  own  words 
Krystal  Dorsey,  a  sophomore, 
didn't  have  any  community 
service  experience  a  couple  of 
years  ago.  "After  working  on 
this  project,"  she  says,  "I  start- 
ed to  realize  how  important  it  is 
to  do  things  for  others,  as  well 
as  how  awesome  it  feels." 

Jessica  Stouder,  a  junior, 
echoes  those  sentiments:  "It 
makes  me  glad  to  see  that  if 
students  are  working  like  this 
to  help  a  cause  here  in  little 
Asheville,  then  think  of  the  big 
difference  we  could  make  all 
over  the  country."    fc

How  Do  You  Plan  to  Pay  for  College?

The  cost  of  a  college  education  rises  each  year  - 
but,  so  does  the  number  of  students  who  attend 
colleges  across  the  nation.  With  the  cost  of  an 
education  on  the  rise,  how  can  students  afford  to 
pay  for  their  tuition  and  living  expenses? 

Many  students  seeks  aid  to  supplement  or  replace 
the  money  their  families  are  able  to  contribute 
toward  costs.  There  are  three  basic  types  of  aid 
available:  loans,  work  study  funds,  and  grants  and 
scholarships. 

Loans  are  funds  that  are  borrowed  from  a  lender 
that  must  be  paid  back.  The  loans  may  be  either 
subsidized  (the  government  pays  the  interest  while 
you  are  in  school)  or  unsubsidized  (interest  ac- 
crues while  you  are  in  school).  Either  parents  or 
students  are  eligible  to  apply  for  student  loans. 

The  second  type  of  aid  available  is  work  study 
funds.  This  type  of  aid  is  determined  by  the  finan- 
cial aid  department  at  the  college  or  university  you 
attend.  This  is  money  you  are  eligible  to  be  paid  in 
exchange  for  working,  usually  in  some  capacity  at 
the  university.  The  types  of  jobs  available  usually 
range  from  office  help  to  food  service  assistants. 

The  final  type  of  aid  is  scholarships  and  grants. 
These  funds  are  distributed  by  either  the  university 
you  attend,  the  state  where  you  are  attending 
college,  or  a  private  organization.  Scholarships 
and  grants  do  not  have  to  be  repaid  -  this  money  is 
considered  a  'gift"  from  the  lender. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  student  loans,  work  study 
funds,  and  state  grants  and  scholarships,  students 
must  complete  the  Federal  Application  For  Stu- 
dent Aid  (FAFSA).  This  application  is  available 
online  or  from  your  high  school  guidance  counse- 
lor. The  deadline  is  March  1  of  every  year,  so 
make  sure  you  plan  ahead. 


Another  deadline  that  is  rapidly  approaching  is 
that  for  the  National  FFA  scholarship  program. 
This  program  allows  students  to  fill  out  one 
application  and  apply  for  multiple  scholarships. 
The  deadline  for  this  application  is  Feb.  15,  2003. 

"I  was  lucky  enough  to  be  awarded  several  Na- 
tional FFA  scholarships  while  I  was  in  school," 
says  Samantha  Lucy,  a  former  FFA  member  and 
graduate  of  Purdue  University.  "The  application  is 
easy  to  complete  and  it's  so  convenient  because 
you  can  apply  for  lots  of  scholarships  at  once." 

Remember  the  following  tips  when  completing 
any  financial  aid  or  scholarship  applications. 

♦  Complete  the  application  in  full.  Be  sure  to 
answer  all  the  questions  needed  and  supply 
any  additional  information  or  essays  needed. 

♦  Neatness  counts.  Always  type  your  applica- 
tion, or  if  you  must  print,  do  it  legibly. 

♦  Watch  all  deadlines.  Be  aware  of  approaching 
deadlines.  The  National  FFA  scholarship  is 
due  by  Feb.  15,  2003,  and  the  FAFSA  is  due 
by  March  1,  2003. 

♦  Keep  a  backup  file  in  case  anything  goes 
wrong.  Before  mailing  your  application,  make 
a  copy  of  the  entire  packet.  If  necessary,  you 
will  be  able  to  reproduce  it  quickly. 

♦  Give  it  a  final  "once-over."  Proofread  the 
entire  application  carefully.  Watch  for  mis- 
spelled words  or  grammatical  errors.  It  may 
also  be  helpful  to  ask  a  friend,  parent  or 
teacher  to  proofread  it  as  well. 

♦  Ask  for  help  if  you  need  it.  If  you  have  any 
problems  with  applications,  do  not  hesitate 
to  contact  the  sponsor  of  the  program  or  ask 
a  guidance  counselor.

After  receiving  his  bachelor's  degree  from 
Purdue  University,  Mr.  Fox  began  farming.  In  the 
early  1980's,  when  he  had  two  children  attending 
Purdue,  he  decided  he  needed  to  go  back  to  school. 
Purdue  University  awarded  Mr.  Fox  his  master's  in 
agriculture  education. 

"I  went  back  to  Purdue  and  was  determined  not 
to  let  any  of  those  younger  kids  beat  me,"  Mr.  Fox 
says.  "So  I  studied  hard.  I  studied  every  chance  I 
got  -  sometimes  even  in  line  for  the  elevator."

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A  Legacy  of  Leadership 

Retired  advisor  demonstrates  leadership  throughout  his  career

U.S.  history  is  filled  with  leaders  of  every  size, 
shape  and  color,  and  the  history  of  the  Indiana 
FFA  is  no  different.  Mr.  Ned  Stump  is  one  of 
those  leaders  who  has  been  influential  in  the 

growth  and 
development 
of  the  FFA. 
His  leader- 
ship role  in 
the  Indiana 
FFA  has 
proved 
invaluable  to 
the  state. 

"As  an  advisor,  I  had  to  take  an  active  and 
involved  leadership  role,"  Stump  says.  "During 
my  years  with  the  FFA,  there  were  lots  of 
changes.  We  went  from  cows  and  plows  to  a 
broad  variety  of  ag  related  areas.  We  went  from 
production  agriculture  to  agricultural  science. 
And  we  also  added  girls  along  the  way,  which 
was  a  very  positive  influence." 

Mr.  Stump  was  an  advisor  for  the  Prairie 
Heights  FFA  for  37  years  and  touched  many 
lives.  An  important  thing  to  note  is  that  he 
started  just  like  all  the  other  members  in  this 
great  organization  -  as  a  greenhand.  His  FFA 
career  began  when  his  cousin  was  elected  district 
president  and  he  appointed  Mr.  Stump  as  district 
secretary.  The  following  year,  Mr.  Stump  ran  for 


district  reporter  and  received  this  position.  In 
addition  to  serving  on  the  local  level,  Mr.  Stump 
was  also  active  on  the  state  level,  including  serving 
in  the  state  band. 

One  of  Mr.  Stump's  goals  was  to  run  for  state 
office.  Unfortunately,  he  lost  in  the  election  by 
three  votes.  Despite  this  setback,  Mr.  Stump  dis- 
covered his  true  leadership  capacity.  Back  at  col- 
lege he  was  invited  to  go  to  camp  Minawoka, 
sponsored  by  the  American  Youth  Foundation.  Mr. 
Stump  credits  this  camp,  coupled  with  a  firm 
commitment  to  spiritual  priorities,  as  the  founda- 
tion of  his  lifetime  career  path. 

After  graduation  from  Purdue  University  in 
agriculture  education,  Mr.  Stump  accepted  a  teach- 
ing position  at  Prairie  Heights  High  School,  where 
he  stayed  for  37  years  and  built  the  FFA  chapter. 
He  held  many  positions  of  leadership  including 
district  director  for  ag  teachers,  president  of  the  ag 
teachers  association,  and  president  of  the  Indiana 
Vocation  Association.  He  has  held  countless  leader- 
ship roles  for  individuals  throughout  the  years.  He 
serves  as  a  father,  a  grandpa,  a  great  friend  and  a 
husband.  He  has  been  numerous  roles  in  his  life 
and  has  influenced  so  many  people. 

"Take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  that  fits 
you,"  Mr.  Stump  says.  "Stick  to  the  Danforth 
philosophy,  'Strive  to  be  your  own  self  at  your  best 
all  of  the  time.'  Work  to  develop  the  leader  inside 
yourself."

Southmont  FFA  earns  tops  honors  through  creative  activities

The  number  one  FFA  chapter  in  Indiana  earned 
that  honor  because  of  their  extremely  busy  chap- 
ter schedule.  The  Southmont  FFA  organizes 
activities  to  improve  not  only  their  members  and 
chapter,  but  also  their  community  and  state. 
Instead  of  just  participating  in  the  normal  activi- 
ties many  other  chapters  do,  this  chapter  takes 
everything  from  fruit  sales  to  leadership  events  to 
the  next  level. 

Southmont  FFA  is  well  known  for  the  number 
of  events  they  participate  in.  As  an  extra  incentive 
for  members  competing  in  these  event,  the  chap- 
ter sets  up  a  scholarship  fund  for  each  member  of 
a  state  winning  team.  Every  time  a  team  wins  a 
state  event,  the  chapter  awards  each  team  member 
$500.  But,  instead  of  giving  the  money  to  the 
members,  the  money  is  put  into  a  savings  account 
to  build  interest.  At  graduation,  the  member 
receives  the  total  amount  of  money  accrued  in 
their  personal  account. 

To  support  this  scholarship  program  and  their 
many  other  activities,  the  chapter  conducts  two 
primary  chapter  fundraisers.  Members  often  work 
after  school  in  the  chapter  greenhouse  to  cultivate 
a  wide  variety  of  plants  to  sell  on  a  year-round 
basis.  At  Christmas,  chapter  members  sell  poin- 
settias  throughout  the  community.  Easter  Lilies 
represent  the  spring  sales  period.  And  throughout 
the  late  spring  and  early  summer,  bedding  plants 
are  sold  for  outdoor  landscaping  purposes.  The 
chapter  also  takes  a  variety  of  their  plants  to  the 


state  fair  for  decoration  and  sales  purposes. 

The  annual  fruit  sales  drive  is  the  other  major 
chapter  moneymaker.  In  addition  to  the  700  boxes 
sold  to  community  members,  each  year  the  chapter 
also  orders  extra  boxes  to  give  away.  Members 
work  with  the  Consumer  and  Family  Sciences 
Department  at  Purdue  University  to  put  together  a 
list  of  needy  families  in  the  area.  Once  these 
families  are  identified,  chapter  members  person- 
ally deliver  the  boxes  of  fruit  to  the  homes. 

In  addition  to  all  of  their  hard  work,  the  chap- 
ter also  knows  how  to  have  fun,  too.  They  com- 
bine both  work  and  fun  while  practicing  for  the 
Leadership  Career  Development  Events.  Any 
member  planning  to  compete  in  a  leadership  event 
is  invited  to  participate  in  a  chapter  retreat.  During 
the  retreat,  members  spend  the  night  at  the  Fellow- 
ship Center  at  the  Indiana  FFA  Leadership  Center 
in  Trafalgar.  During  the  evening,  members  prac- 
tice their  demonstrations,  speeches  and  other 
events  in  front  of  advisors,  parents  and  each  other. 
They  work  on  improving  their  performance 
through  practice.  The  following  morning,  mem- 
bers relieve  any  built-up  tension  by  participating 
in  a  number  of  recreation  activities. 

Southmont  FFA  maintains  a  high  standard  of 
service,  development  and  success  through  their 
activities.

A  snapshot  of  the  United  States  animal  fiber  industry 

Have  you 


For  a  nation  raised  on 
chicken,  burgers  and 
ribs,  it  can  be  easy  to 
forget  that  the  U.S.  livestock 
industry  goes  far  beyond  the 
business  of  food.  In  addition 
to  the  meat,  dairy  and  eggs 
they  provide,  animals  are, 
among  other  things,  raced, 
shown  and  kept  as  pets. 
They're  often  prized  for  their 
ability  to  work. 

One  of  the  oldest  uses 
humans  have  found  for  live- 
stock, however,  barely  runs 
skin  deep.  Animal  fiber,  bet- 
ter known  as  hair,  has  been 
harvested  for  human  needs 
for  thousands  of  years. 

At  first  it  was  used  strictly 
for  practical  reasons:  the 
hair,  designed  by  nature  to 
protect  its  owner  from 
weather  extremes,  makes 
great  clothing.  Later,  as 
human  tastes  grew  more 
refined,  animal  hair  was 
cherished  not  only  for  its 
ability  to  shield  the  wearer 
from  cold  and  rain,  but  also 
for  its  softness  and  sheen. 
Rough-hewn  hides  were 
traded  in  for  garb  like  lush 
fur  coats  and  sleek,  longhair 
sweaters. 

An  international  business 
Today  animal  fiber,  especially 


any  wool? 


wool,  is  a  major  part  of  the 
world  textile  industry.  Shorn 
from  animals  like  sheep, 
goats,  llama  and  alpaca,  it's 
first  washed,  combed  and 
spun  into  yarn,  then  it's  knit 
or  woven  into  fabric.  A  sig- 
nificant portion  of  the  mod- 
ern process  is  machine 
operated,  but  people  still  do 
much  of  the  work  by  hand. 

Thanks  to  a  growing  pop- 
ulation, the  world's  textiles 
are  in  high  demand.  The  pic- 
ture here  in  the  United 
States,  however,  is  not  so 
promising.  The  problem  is 
purely  economical.  Since 
most  textiles  are  produced 
overseas,  the  price  the  United 
States  can  get  for  its  exported 
wool  depends  on  the  price 
foreign  textile  manufacturers 
are  asking  for  their  final 
products-the  sweaters, 
coats,  hats  and  rugs  that 
come  out  of  their  factories. 

Unfortunately  for  U.S. 
sheep  farmers,  who  provide 
most  of  the  country's  wool, 
the  moneyjust  doesn't  add 
up.  "Foreign  countries  have 
lower  labor  costs,"  explains 
Carol  Skelly,  a  wool  industry 
expert  at  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture.  "This  is  caus- 
ing wool  prices  to  decline." 
As  a  result,  the  United  States 


today  exports  relatively  little 
wool  and  instead  relies  on 
the  U.S.  market. 

A  tough  market 
Price-savvy  consumers,  how- 
ever, prefer  the  cheaper  for- 
eign-made textiles  to  their 
expensive  made-in-America 
counterparts.  That's  bad 
news  if  wool  is  your  liveli- 
hood. As  Skelly  puts  it,  "The 
outlook  for  the  industry  does 
not  look  good." 

U.S.  sheep  growers,  how- 
ever, are  not  giving  up. 
According  to  Peter  Orwick, 
the  executive  director  of  the 
American  Sheep  Industry 
Association  (ASI),  steps  are 
being  taken  to  make  the 
industry  more  profitable.  An 
industry-wide  help  program 
called  the  American  Wool 
Trust,  funded  through  grants 
from  the  USDA,  is  providing 
money  to  help  with  interna- 
tional marketing  of  American 
wool. 

The  money  is  also  used  to 
fund  quality-improvement 
projects  with  the  hope  that 
better  wool  (U.S.  wool  is 
already  among  the  best  in 
the  world)  will  help  attract 
better  prices.  Finally,  the 
program  has  provided  emer- 
gency payments  to  farmers

when  wool  prices  have 
dropped  too  low. 

New  ways  oF  thinking 
Most  experts  agree  that  the 
future  success  of  the  U.S. 
animal  fiber  industry 
depends  on  innovation- 
what  those  in  the  business 
world  call  "product  develop- 
ment." In  an  effort  to  meet 
the  growing  demand  for  nat- 
ural fibers,  for  instance,  pro- 
ducers are  now  breeding 
animals  with  wool  in  specific 
colors  that  don't  require 
chemical  dyes. 

Researchers  are  studying 
the  effectiveness  of  wool  as  a 
soundproofing  material  in 
automobiles,  and  landscap- 
es are  using  the  fiber  as 
mulch  in  gardens.  Other 
non-textile  uses  for  animal 
fibers-including  mohair  from 
Angora  goats,  yak  down, 
chinchilla  fur  and  the  shaggy 
coat  of  the  musk  ox-are  in 
the  works,  and  still  more  are 
bound  to  be  discovered  in 
the  coming  years.  "The 
industry  is  going  through 
some  dramatic  changes," 
says  Orwick.  "Everyone 
involved  is  working  hard  to 
improve  the  market.  We'll 
just  have  to  wait  and  see 
where  it  goes."  -fc-

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TIPS  ON  MANAGING  YOUR  CASH

Give  yourself  credit 

Now  is  the  time  to  establish  a  good  credit  rating 


There  must  be  a  million 
ways  you  can  spend  your 
money.  Food,  new  clothes, 
movie  tickets,  music-almost 
everything  comes  at  a  price.  For 
the  most  part,  these  expenses 
are  rather  ordinary:  a  few  dol- 
lars here  for  a  new  book  or  CD, 
a  few  dollars  there  for  a  burger 
or  a  slice  of  pizza.  A  little  cash 
typically  does  the  trick,  and 
when  it  doesn't,  well,  it's 
pretty  easy  to  just  move  on  and 
find  something  more  affordable. 
There  will  be  times,  however, 
especially  once  you're  out  of 
school,  when  the  green  in  your 
wallet  just  won't  cut  it.  The 
price  tag  on  a  new  car,  for 
example,  can  run  upwards  of 
$20,000.  A  new  house  might 
cost  five  times  that.  Even  a 
computer  can  set  you  back 
more  than  a  thousand  dollars— 
not  exactly  pocket  change  for 
the  average  person.  For  large 
expenses  like  these,  most 
people  use  credit.  They  borrow 
the  money  they  need  from  a 
bank  or  lender  and  then  pay 
it  back  later. 

Are  you  a  risk? 
Banks  and  other  financial 
institutions  don't  like  to  lend 
money  to  just  anyone  who  asks 
for  it.  After  all,  they're  not 
giving  the  money  away-they 
expert  to  be  paid  back  and  they 
expect  repayments  to  be  made 


on  time.  Potential  borrowers, 
therefore,  must  first  prove  to 
the  lender  that  they  won't  take 
the  money  and  run. 

Lenders  want  to  know 
about  your  financial  past  before 
they  hand  over  the  cash.  They 
do  this  by  checking  your  credit 
history,  which  is  a  detailed 
account  of  any  credit  activity 
(student  loans,  credit  cards, 
etc.)  in  your  past.  This  report 
will  show  if  you've  made  late 
payments  and  how  much  you 
currently  owe  on  credit  cards  or 
loans.  If  your  credit  history  is 
clean,  you  stand  a  good  chance 
of  getting  the  loan.  If  it's  not, 
or  if  there  is  no  credit  history  at 
all,  it  can  be  tough  to  find  a 
lender  willing  to  take  a  risk. 

Get  off  to  a  good  start 
It  should  come  as  no 
surprise,  then,  that  financial 
experts  recommend  estab- 
lishing your  credit  history 
while  you're  young.  By 
starting  now  and  showing 
you  can  handle  your  money 
responsibly,  you'll  have  a  leg 
up  when,  a  few  years  down 
the  road,  you  apply  for  your 
first  personal  credit  card  or 
ask  for  your  first  loan. 
Getting  off  on  the  right  foot 
is  easy.  Just  follow  these  tips 
from  the  Washington, 
DC-based  Consumer  Credit 
Counseling  Service  (CCCS): 


Open  savings  and  checking 
accounts  at  your  local  bank. 
The  deposits  you  make  and 
the  checks  you  write  will 
teach  you  the  very  important 
skill  of  keeping  track  of  the 
money  you  make  and  spend. 
Make  regular  deposits  to  your 
savings  account  and  keep 
your  checkbook  balanced. 

Apply  for  a  secured  credit  card 
from  the  same  bank.  A 
secured  credit  card  works 
just  like  a  regular  credit  card 
with  one  exception:  Your 
spending  limit  is  set  by  the 
amount  of  money  you  have 
available  in  your 
personal  savings 
account.  Be  sure 
to  make  all  your 
payments  on 
time  or  pay 
your  balance  in 
full  each  month. 

Ask  an  adult  relative  or 
friend  to  co-sign  for  a 
regular  credit  card.  The 
co-signer  will  assume  all 
responsibility  for  your 
bills  if  you  fail  to  make  a 
payment.  When  you  sign 
up  for  the  card,  ask  that 
your  personal  payment 
history  (in  addition 
to  your  co-signer's)  be 
recorded  on  your 
credit  report. 


Once  you're  using  a  card  to 
make  purchases,  set  a  budget 
and  stick  to  it.  "Get  used  to 
paying  your  own  bills  and 
knowing  your  limits,"  says 
CCCS  spokesperson  Stephanie 
Kaniecki.  "It's  all  about 
developing  good  habits." 
Before  long  your  credit 
history  will  speak  for  itself,  fc
